National Association Rules to govern trotting, 
but the Board reserves tho right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately, if nectssnrj to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special lace 
between the heats 


Rules ot the Pacific Coast Blood-Horse Asso- 
ciation to govern running races 


Any person nut intending to start his horse 
must notiiy the Secretary in writing on or be- 
tore 8 o'clock in the evening previous to the 
race. 


Horses entered in races can only be drawn by 
consent ot the Judges, 


For a walk over in any race a horse shall only 
be entitled to his own entrance fee and quarter 
of tbe entrance leceived Irom the other entries 
for said purse ,and a horse winning a race en- 
titled to nist money only, except when dis- 
tancing the fleld, then entitled to first and 
third moneys only. 
A horse wins but one 
money under any other circumstances. 


The attention of all parties interested is par- 
ticularly called to the rules of the National 
Trotting Association, under the provisions of 
which, except as otherwise specified, all mat- 
ters appertaining to the trotting races wiM be 
conducted 


The following resolution, adopted by tho Cal- 
ifornia Stnto Board ot Agriculture, has been 
endorsed and will be strictly enforced by this 
Association 


Resolved, That where any rider, driver or 
horse rests under a ban imposed by any Dis- 
trict Blood Association oi this State, tkat the 
same shall be duly recognized by this Bonul 
&ucl that tho person or horse upon which said 
ban rests shall not be allowed to ride, drive or 
start in a race until such ban is lifted or satis, 
ned.

lelegution to protest against tho closing 
of the League Island Navy Yard—a 
measure which the Secretary thought 
.vas demanded by good policy. They 
ippealed to him on local and political 
grounds, aud used arguments snoh as 


ve fever fuilel witU preceding Se<i- 


retiiries. But Mr. Chandler refused to 
oiiilge HU inch, greatly to the surprise 


if tho Congressmen. Finding that tni-y 
.sere not likely to make rauoh by bully- 
'ng Inn StJOiatury, they went to 
the 


President with their complaint, but he 
itslused to interfere, and the Gougresi- 
auii went hotnu feeliug that there wns 
m tru'h something under the sun if the 
Navy Department was uo louger admiu- 
i-.U-red in the interest of politicians. 
3<jcretary Teller is another member oi 
tbo Cabinet who is improving the coudi 
tiou of his Department. General Dud 
,.iy, the Commissioner of Pensions, 
.vuh the approval of Secretary Toller, 
uas beeu doing everything in his power 
to raise the standard of efficiency among 
the huge force workiug under him aud 
uas succeeded to a ramarkaole extent. 
His latest move in this direction was 
oold one, and has made no small com- 
motion among the politicians. Some 
Jays ago he began a thorough examina- 
tion of the office record of all the clerks 
in his office, numbering several hun 
dred, and found that many clerks of the 
highest grade, drawing salaries ranging 
from $1,400 to $1,800, were doing lest 
work than those receiving smaller sala 
nes. This he considered a great injus 
tice, aud he determined to put the cleri 
cal force of the 
office upon anothe: 


basis, and to pay the larger salaries to 
the clerks doing the most work. Ac 
oordingly he prepared a list ol the pro 
posed changes and submitted it t< 
Seeretary Teller, who at once approvec 
of it to go into effect. 
Sixty of th 


higher grade clerks are reduced to the 
lower grade offices, and tho same num 
ber of lower grade clerks are promoted 
to the higher positions thus vacated 
As a tmitter of course the high-prieec 
and inefficient clerks were holding thei 
places by political influence, aud their 
astonishment and that of their backers 
at such an unheard-of act can be bette: 
imagined than described. \Vhen Con 
gressmeu arrive at Washington this 
Winter there will be some kind of as 
sauU on Commissioner Dudley, but as 
he is backed up in his action by the Sec 
rotary and the President, he has uo 
much to fear. He will certainly be up- 
held by public opinion. The sixty clerk' 
who were reduced had each been set 
thng, on au average, only about thirteen 
pension cases a month, while those pro 
muted were disposing of 
thirty-five 


cases eittsh. Ono Htich exnmpln as thif 
will exert a salutary influence in th 
Bureau whose effect it is impossibla to 
ovorrnlo. It will convince clerks who 
have influential friends and relatives 
Iteepiug them in place that they are uol 
safe in neglecting their duty on that ao- 
couut, and clerks ia tho lower guides 
will exhibit a umv zeal in their worl 
when they perceive- that, after all, there 
is u chance to rise by merit u-, well us 
by influence. 


THE NATIONAL PARK. 


Information Concerning the "Way to 


Reach IM Various Points or In- 
terest. 


A. D. Edgar, General Eastern Agent 
f the Northern Pacific Kailway, receiv- 
ed a letter from G. K. Barnes, General 
Passenger Agent of this road, informing 
iim that the contract between the Na- 
ional Park Improvement Company and 
he stage line has been signed and will 
go into effect July 15th. 
It is expected 


bat the National Park Branch of the 
Northern Pacific will be completed to a 
joint fifteen miles south of Livingstone 
on the same dale, and by August 14th 
hirty miles will be finished, clear to 
the northern boundary of th* Park. 


LU the meantime tho stage line will 
connect at the terminus of the Park 
branch and carry passeugers by Concord 
ooaohes to the Mammoth Hot Springs. 
From this point tourists may take 
coaches iu visiting the different points 
of interest in the Park. Tuey will also 


supplied with bronchos, saddle 


horses, etc. The M>imm Hh Springs 
Hotal will be ready July 15th to re- 
eive visitots. Theia will ba no other 
liotel iu the Park, but substantial hotels 
will be erected at ull points of interest, 
ind restaurants will be run in connection 
therewith. Mr. Barnes advises tourists 
to go in parties of five or six, as they 
will be better cured for than if thay went 
in larger numbers. Tue tourist's season 
will close about September 10th.

that date it will be unsafe for parties to 
o into the Park, on account of probable 
saow storms

A TUroil£ll I-iue. 


The Adiu Argus lately published tho 


annexed article, but while Ihe JOUBKAL 
has uo faith in the predictions being 
tulfilled, it nevertheless publishes it as 
showing what is among the possibilities 
of the future. The Argus says : 


It is reported that tho Union Pacific 


is now considering plans for au exten- 
sion of its road to San Francisco, that 
it may be independent of the Central 
Pacific. 
The proposed road will prob- 


ably be built north of the C. P. road 
the entire distance from Ogden to the 
Bay. 
No route moro practical or con- 


venient could be adopted than running 
the road almost parallel with the north 
shore of Great Salt lake direct to Cali- 
fornia, passing to the north of Black 
Rock desert in Humboldt county, Ne- 
vada. 
By taking this course the road 


will avoid the deep snow, encountered 
by the C. P. road, while the grading 
will be much less expensive than by any 
other course that could be mapped out. 
It has always been a source ot wonder 
to those posted on tho i opography of the 
country above mentioned that the Cen- 
tral Pacific road did not adopt this 
route. 
Should the proposed extension 


of the Union Pacific railway come 
through to California on this course, 
passing through Surprise, Hot Spring, 
Big valleys, they would open up a latge 
section of country which would ensure 
fair local patronage, a patronage which 
would in five years' time far surpass 
that the C. P. road receives to-day. To 
sum the matter up: Less miles of track 
will be required to build a railway from 
Ojden to San Francisco through north- 
ern Nevada and Modoo county than 
along tho line of the C. P. roud, the 
cost of conduction would be less than 
by any other route, tho loual patronage 
over this route would baa matter woirhy 
of consideration, and would in a fesv 
years time be a source of considerable 
revenue to the road.
